The banks of Cooper's creck are high, and
tng waters deep, suffioiently svallabie for v L
of Iarge size to secend with mnterials used, There
are cobalt und ohemical works, iron toundries,
maching shope, rolling mills, colton factories,
snd other munuiactories, all of which are in
svecessinl operntion, and employ a Inrge num-
ber of workmen. Almost evary hour of the Jay
huge wagons, drawn by stal sart horses, and
nded with tne differens products of these
es of industry, or with the raw materinls
ured in these manuiscroried, are scen trandling
a Lthe streols, indiosting that a large and
protitable business la thus carvied on. 8o many
sdvantages are offered to manuiseturing in-
terests on this ercek, that n number ol new
@ tablishm«nta are 2oon to be orected, and thess
will give addiiional activity 1o the boslness
fepect of the eastern part of the city. The ex-
tensive log-wood mills of the Messra, Browning
are sltuated on this stream, and carry on & largs
business, furnishing drugs to neéarly all parts of
the country. It a8 the manmfactunng estab-
lishments thnt give activity and life to a eity,
and it will not be many years before the entire
shores of Cooper's eresk will become studded
with manulbctorics, and the business prospeots
ot* Oamden adyanced in o hundred-fold ratio,
To necommodate these mtercsta large numbers
ol new dwelling-houses will aleo pe bulll tor the
workmen, nnd thas the outsi 168 of the city whi
be compuctly bullt np,

At IT AcAiN.~—Wae learn that the effort to
construct a raliroad Irom the Junotion,or Jackson
Siation to Fennsgrove or Pennsyilie, will, again be
renewed this winter, 1t s proposed to branch off
from the Raritaa and Delusare Bay Rullroad,
touchivg at Willlumslown, Glredboro, sud across
Gloucester Into Silem county, passing Swedes-
boro, avd down 10 one of the J‘:Ium-a nawed,
where n boat will connece %with Wilmington, or
sufoently nenr to intercept elther the Baltl
moaore route, or the Delaware road which lends o
Beatord. As far as New Jersey 18 concerned,
this enterprise cannot be of the smallest benefit,
Our West Jeraoy ronda are all-suflicient tor the
spricultural, commoerelal, and travelling interests

of the lower counties; aud the proposed
sond I8 only caleulated to direct urade

and travel Irom Philadeiphia to New York,
or gouthward.  The existing ronds conpect with
two roads to New York o a tew hours, and our
farmory elready have o cholee between the mar
keid of the two great citles, so that we z2ee no
possible advantage (o be dexdved by Jerseymen,
while it must prove detrimentdl to Philadelphia,
New York capifelists are ot the bodom of this
gchenie; and with this rood running south, and
the proposed alr-line road to runnorth of Philo.
delphin, that clty will be between two fives, The
people of this section are oppoied to being used
e eatepaws to drag hot chicsnuts out of [he fire
for Wall stroet stock- obbers aod speculators to
crack,

riveley geeme to have been svakened at our dli-
ferent ferries, in resnrd o jiuprovements upon
derry bomts, The Oelawoere, the Camden, the
West Jorsey, and the Alloniie, are firsl-clues
hoats, capaciovs, strong, and swift, aod finkshed
inthe best style of mechaunical urt, Those who
remember the old, clumsy, rolling *tubs,” with
small, narrow conblos, can senreely realize this
agrecable change. It is evidence of progress in
the right quarier, and no improvements are bet-
ter enlculated to advance the prowtn of Camden.

Shocking Tragedy—A Tonse Burned and

Four Children Penshed in the Flames.
From the Shakopee. Minn., Argus, 11ih,

One of the most heartrending acevdents by
fire thar kas ever come to owr notice, touk place
on the opposite side of the river, gnd abous two
Miiles irom PBelle Piain, on the night ol Thurs-
day laet, 'The name of the udforinnate tamily
was Bhilock, composed of My, and Mra. Shilock
and five children, the oldest some eight or ten
years of age. During the night Mrs, Shilock
awoke und found the house in fames, when she
immediately sprong from ithe bed, and remem-
benmug the tour children in the other room, that
was renched by a passago, she rushed to their
regoue,

Mr. Shiloek followed nn instant Iater, but in
hie passage broke through the burning door and
fell into the cellar, By a desperate effort,
almost gulfocated by beat aod smoke, he nzain
reached the bed which he had leit, and grasping
the slecping babe, threw it through a window
which he broke out; but upon turming to see
what had become of his wile, he was met by the
flames, and bu! barely escaped by the window
through which he had thrown his child, Upon
reaching the outside, he heard the eries of his
wite from the entry way, or narrow hall, who
had been trantcally endeavering to gain the
room occupied by the children, uniil she herselt
had become surrounded by fire,

Through almost superhumsn exertions he
gucceeded In bureting in the door and rescuing
ber, althongh both were teribly burned. They
now used every exertion to save the children,but
all to no purpose, aud soon thry were enabled to
gee the four standing together in the middle of
the room, clinging to each other, with thelr eves
raiged toward- hesven, in whica position they
were consumed by the flames, in full sieht of
their agonized parents, who could lend them no

aid.

What must have been their feelings ? Nothing,
of course, was saved, and there they were, gome
ways from assislance, left almost childless in
the manner described, themselves badly burned,
and exposed to the bitter cold weather, with no
protection but their nieht-clothes, They sue-
ceeded in repching a neighlbor's house, where
they were cured fur in & proper manner, The
charred remiaing of the four children were after-
wards taken from the house,
